Washington. Feb. 1—<AP> — The 
ties of friendship and politics link 
president Hoov er and Representativ e 
Port of New Jersey closely, but the 
latter* expressed v iew on prohibition 
are not to be regarded as reflecting 
those of the Chief Executiv e. 
Both Fort and the White—House 
made this clear after the House mem­ 
ber had deliv ered an address uphold­ 
ing home brewing for home consump­ 
tion as a priv ilege that is ahd should 
be permitted by the Volstead law. 
He called for the abolishment of 
certain of the “ev ils" if prohibition 
and asserted 
that the 
eighteenth 
amendment is in the constitution to 
stay, because the people of the nation 
want it there. 
In addition Fort ask ed for a calm 
reasoned consideration of the prohi- 
btion problem 
and adv ised temper­ 
ance work ers to leav e enforcement to 
the officers of the law and resume 
the educational program they follow­ 
ed before the dry laws became effect­ 
iv e. 
Politically, the President and Rep­ 
resentativ e Fort, hav e been closely as­ 
sociated. .They are k nown to be warm 
personal friends. 
The New Jersey 
Representativ e was in charge of the 
campaign which led up to Mr. Hoov ­ 
er’s nomination at the Kansas City 
conv ention and then became Secre­ 
tan- of the 
Republican 
National 
Committee a post he held until a few 
days ago, resigning then because of 
his extensiv e Congressional activ ities. 
Hoov er Not Consol ted 
A few hours after his speech had 
been deliv ered before a 
crowded 
House chamber, wnich applauded him 
cordially, the White House made it 
k nown that Mr. Hoov er had not been 
consulted while the speech was in 
preparation. Fort, himself, said the 
President had not seen it. 
Still working on the bill to transfer 
the 
prohibition 
enforcement 
unit 
from the Treasury to the J ustice De­ 
partment, the House Ex penditures 
committee was called together again 
today to thresh out details of the 
measure hav ing to do with the ad­ 
ministration of the industrial alcohol 
permit sy stem. 
Chairman Norris of the Senate J u­ 
diciary committee, which passes on 
nominations for the prohibition ser­ 
v ice. does not believ e in the test of 
total abstinence for enforcement of­ 
ficers. 
Norris’ Opinion 
“ I believ e in prohibition from the 
bottom of my heart,” he said, in ex ­ 
plaining his attitude, “ but I am dis- 
guested with fanaticism, which, if it 
continues, is going to change some 
against prohibition 
Norris made 
this assertion after 
two of his sub-committees had ques­ 
tioned officers whose nominations for 
reappointment are pending, about 
their personal habits. Norris, himself, 
asked one nominee if he drank, and 
said later that this particular man 
had been described as an habitual 
drunkard. 
“ I am interested in knowing wheth­ 
er the nominees intend to enforce the 
law,” he said. 
“ They must enforce 
the Iaw% not only the dry laws but all 
law’s. I don’t believ e federal officers 
nhould drink. They can t buy liquor 
without causing v iolations of the law. 
But I am not going to ask about that 
unless there is a charge of drunken­ 
ness against them.”
